He is not complaining about Boss Kelly of Chicago, who is urging 
a third term. He is not complaining about Boss Hague of Jersey City. 
He is not complaining about Guffey of Pennsylvania, would would like 
to regain his hold as a boss in that state and is trying to swing onto 
the tail of a third terin kite. 
He is not complaining about Ickes or 
Wallace, or about Tommy Corcoran, the smooth working inside man. 
He is not complaining about moves to line up delegates in his support. 
No wronder that people are concerned; no wonder that questions are 
being asked. The concern will continue and the questions will go on—as 
they should—until Mr. Roosevelt himself ends them.

PROTECTION FROM BULLY 


Tragic is the suffering of many 
a boy who lives in constant dread 
of one or more bullies of the neigh­ 
borhood, especially on the way to 
and from school. “I wish I was 
dead,” one such boy told his mother. 
He suddenly lost interest in school 
and tried to stay home under all 
sorts of excuses but the valid one. 
Only the child himself knows the 
agonies he endures. 
Just why is this particular child 
picked out? There may be many 
reasons. He may be very easily in­ 
timidated. In desperation he may 
call the bullies names, say mean 
things to them or attack them from 
ambush. His parents, wishing to 
protect him, may have chastized one 
or more of the bullies or told the 
child he is too good to play with 
the other children. Almost surely 
this child has not learned to stand 
up in defense of his right* with his 
fists. More often than not he has 
been taught never to fight at all. 
Whatever the cause, the solution of 
the problem is difficult. 
Sometimes the school principal 
can protect the intimidated child at 
school, even on the way home. But 
this protection may make matters 
worse in the home neighborhood, 
where the bully can get even. Some­ 
times the school finds wavs to re­ 
educate the bully so he can find 
satisfaction from more wholesome 
outlets and overcome his own fears; 
nearly always the bully is a cow­ 
ard. 
Encourage Defense 
If the fear-stricken child can be 
induced to defend himself with his 
fists, being tutored in the skill of 
warding off a blow* and placing a 
telling one at the right time, he 
might settle the m atter himself per­ 
manently, against one or several 
boys of his size and age. 
But if the bully is much bigger 
than he. or if several always gang 
up on him, self-defense might prove 
hopeless. However, a fond father, 
during a forum I led at a service 
club, told of his 10-year-old son 
who, after a long siege of intimida­ 
tion by a boy tw*o years older, gave 
this bully such a trouncing that no 
one bothered him thereafter. 
One safe course is to set out to 
change the bully, making him wel­ 
come in your home, ascertaining his 
interests and aptitudes, helping him 
acquire skills at play and crafts­ 
manship, hiring him to run errand*, 
praising him honestly before his 
parents*and inducing him to become 
a Boy Scout. 
Good Dividends 
Civilize 
the 
roughneck 
of 
the 
neighborhood and 
see what 
you 
have done, not only for him but also 
for yourself and your own child. 
This principle applies to the child 
who, by pilfering and destroying 
property, is considered a pest in the 
neighborhood. Just to ostracize this 
boy doesn't help him; rather, it 
makes him worse. 
A few parents 
working together can make over 
such a child, rendering him a safer 
and fitter playmate for their chil­ 
dren. Of course, there is a limit to 
patience and phyiscal energy. 
Few parents recognize the bully 
in their own child. 
Those who do 
can help this child with more love 
and affection to gain more suc­ 
cesses in worthy ways, so he feels 
more worth while. Often they can 
do much for the bully by giving him 
boxing lessons so he can overcome 
his fears and feel no further need 
of attacking smaller, weaker chil­ 
dren to demonstrate his courage.

The two extremes are those of Delaware which paid to the gov- 
nment more than $275 per capita and received from the government 
ne cents on every dollar that was paid. 
The explanation of this may lie in the fact that the Du Pont 
tercsts are in that state,* and on the other hand the people of the 
ate are not asking much from the government. 
At the other extreme is North Dakota which received about thirty- 
o dollars for every one that it paid in the way of revenue. Each of 
e tw*o Dakotas were given somewhat similar treatment. 
This w as due to the fact that there is little revenue producing in- 
istry in these states and most of the people are desperately poor. 
Taking the country as a whole the amount received bj the gov- 
nment as contrasted wuth the amount paid shows that the south and 
?st took far more out of Washington than they paid. 
The four states that received the largest grants and expended most 
tthin their borders in projects were New York, three hundred and 
sty-one million; Pennsylvania two hundred and eighty-nine million; 
ith Illinois and Ohio, a few million less. 
For each dollar paid in the way of revenue they received from the 
»vemment respectively thirty-four cents in New York, sixty-five cents 
Pennsylvania. Illinois sixty, and Ohio ninety-nine cents. 
Among the southern states Virginia has received from the gov- 
nment only twenty-two cents per dollar paid in as compared with Ala- 
ima’s more than mx dollars; Arkansas ten dollars, Mississippi thirteen, 
[aho eight and a half, and Montana eight.

SOME STRANGE FACTS 


One puzzling aspect about the

preference for this world over de­ 
liberate entry into the next one 
seems to be stronger in the SouUi 
than anywhere in this land. Indeeci, 
these seems to be a positive affinity 
between suicide and riches and o ik* 
also between poverty and love of 
life in the suicide statistics. 
By almost all of the indices by 
which the sociologists, statisticians, 
and other experts rate the econon- 
ics and social status of states, South 
Carolina and Mississippi rank low. 
But strange to say, fewer people 
commit suicide in those states than 
in any others in the American Un­ 
ion. 
In rich New York the suicide 
rate is merely twice as high as in 
comparatively 
poor 
North 
Caro­ 
lina. Nor 
is this explained by the 
difference in urban and rural pop­ 
ulations for almost wholly rural 
Vermont 
has the hiRhest 
suiciae 
rate among all the eastern states. 
But the whole East in the United 
States loves life apparently a good 
deal more than the West. California 
where people are supposed to go for 
pleasure and sun. has the highest 
suicide rate in America with the ex­ 
ception of Nevada, where the gay, 
rich lovers of life and freedom go 
for their divorces. Strange, mayoe, 
too, is the fact that Nevada, which 
has the highest suicide rate in Am­ 
erica, is also the American state 
with the greatest per capita wealth. 
Maybe the economists and the 
socialogists do not explain every­ 
thing after all. Or maybe they have 
ja very plausible 
and erudiate ex­ 
planation for the fact that in the 
regions by w’hich their standards 
are poorest, the love of life as meas­ 
ured by the w ill not leave it deliber- 
erately, is greatest.

Materials sold represent text 
books, emblems, charts, for first aid 
and life saving, on which a small 
profit accrues to the chapter. Home 
hygiene 
receipts 
represent 
text- 
REPORT INCLUDED books, matenals and money laid 
aside for a nursing program. Home 
service receipts represent money de­ 
posited with the chapter by war vet­ 
erans and held in trust for them 
by the chapter which are secured 
irom time to time on demand. 
In the' matter of disbursements, 
home service expense includes sal­ 
ary of director and office secretary 
a part of which is charged to this 
service as the major portion ot the 
chapter work is still on veterans’ 
claims, service to veterans and their 
families, including burial, compen­ 
sation and hospitalization claims, 
widows’ pensions, dependents pen­ 
sions. etc. 
General home service 
expense includes telephone and tele­ 
graph 
charges, 
office 
supplies, 
equipment, etc. 
General office expense includes 
balance of salary of director and 
office help, coal, light, gas, office 
supplies, janitor service, payment on 
chapter house, which is being made 
over a period of years the same as 
rent, without interest. 
Junior Red Cross disbursements 
represent enrollment fees sent to 
national 
headquarters, 
some 
of 
which were paid at the end of 1938 
and do not appear in 1939 receipts. 
Roll Call expense includes posters 
films, postage, stationery, etc. Hie 
Roll Call dinner is paid for by those 
attending and is not an expense 
against the Roll Call. 
Life saving, first aid. production 
and home hygiene expense repre­ 
sents materials purchased and paid 
for through receipts for same pur­ 
pose. 
The final report on the 1946 Roll 
Call conducted last fall is as fol­ 
lows:

DEPRECIATION ALLOWANCES 
The amount to be recovered by j 
depreciation is the cost of the pro- j 
perty, if acquired b> purchase after j 
February 28, 1913. If acquired by , 
purchase prior to March 1, 1913. the 
basis is the cost of the property, 
less depreciation sustained prior to 
March 1, 1913. or the fair market 
value on March 1, 1913. whichever 
is greater. 
The proper allowance for depre­ 
ciation is that amount which should 
be set aside for the taxable year in 
accordance with a reasonably con­ 
sistent plan (not necessarily a uni­ 
form rate) wnereby the aggregate 
amount so set aside, plus the sal­ 
vage value, will at the end of the 
useful life of the property equal the 
cost or other basis of the property. 
The depreciation rate of a build­ 
ing is not based upon the number 
of years it will stand before being 
condemned and razed but on the 
number of years it will remain hab­ 
itable or serviceable, for the pur­ 
pose for which constructed. 
If the taxpayer builds a new 
building, the period over which de­ 
preciation may be claimed begins at 
the time the building is completed 
and capable of being used. Build­ 
ings under construction are not sub­ 
ject to a depreciation allowance. 
If it is clearly shown that, be­ 
cause of economic or other condi­ 
tions, property must be abandoned 
at a date prior to the end of its 
normal useful life, so that deprecia­ 
tion deductions alone are insuffi­ 
cient to return the cost or other 
basis, a reasonable deduction for 
obsolescence may be allowed in ad­ 
dition to depreciation. No deduc­ 
tion for obsolescence is permitted 
because, in the opinion of the tax­ 
payer, the property may become 
obsolete at some future date.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 29 —If you 
aappen to be 14th or 29th on the 
teas us man's 40~name lists, you are 
me of the five percent of Americans 
sho will have 15 extra questions to 
mswer for Uncle Sam, officials for 
he 1940 population count pointed 
Kit today. 
If you escape being tagged No. 14 
sr No. 29, you’ll have only 33 queries 
and perhaps fewer in your private 
luestion bee with the nose counters. 
But don’t worry, even if you have 
xt answer the 15 extra questions. 
They simply are to enable the gov­ 
ernment to get a cross-sect ion pic­ 
ture of American home life and oth­ 
er conditions and everything you 
say will be kept mum. 
Pennsylvanians will be counted by 
ю те 3,000 enumerators under the 
supervision of area offices in Pitts­ 
burgh, Scranton. Erie, Harrisburg, 
Philadelphia, Altoona and various 
district offices connected with each. 
The enumerators take the field April 
2 and will have 15 days to cover the 
cities and 30 days to complete their 
work in rural areas. 
After that the enumerators’ re­ 
ports will be checked and tabulated 
in the area offices where, after an­ 
other 30 days, the results will be an­ 
nounced and the reports will be for­ 
warded to Washington for a final 
going-over. 
The 1940 census is designed to 
give one of the most complete an­ 
alyses of Americans ever taken, ac­ 
cording to М. E. McGinley, area 
chief in Philadelphia and there are 
several special questions.

about where you lived on April 1, 
1935. 
That’s to show what migra­ 
tions in population have taken place 
in the last five years.

show whether national income is 
increasing or decreasing. 
As for the 15 extra questions, they 
ask your parents’ birthplace; what 
language 
was spoken 
at 
home; 
whether you are a veteran, or wife, 
widow or child of a veteran, and 
whether you have a social security 
number. 
Married women will be 
asked whether they have been mar­ 
ried more than once, their age at 
the first marriage and the number 
of children they have had. 
While there is “no reason for any­ 
one to turn the census taker down" 
or “kid” him, Uncle Sam has pro­ 
vided penalties for such acts, said 
E. D. McGurk, assistant in the 
Philadelphia office. Penalty for re­ 
fusal is up to $100 fine or 60 days 
in jail or both and for false infor­ 
mation is up to $500 fine or a year 
in jail or both.

THYROID 
Glands have come very much into 
medical and public consciousness in 
the last quarter of a century. Sci­ 
ence has told us a lot about them, 
making it appear what we knew 
about them before was as much 
supersition as anything. We knew 
that they did strange and terrible 
things to us, but we didn’t under­ 
stand how or why. 
Most attention has been given to 
the thyroid gland and I suppose 
most of you know, when this goes 
wrong, it has a profound affect on 
the whole system. Probably, how­ 
ever, it is not generally understood 
that it can go WTong in the body of 
a child just as easily as it can in 
an adult. Sometimes babies are born 
with the thyroid out of kilter. 
The thyroid lies in the neck, two 
rounded balls of soft meaty tissues, 
one on either side of the neck, and 
they are connected by a thin isth­ 
mus of the same material just below 
the level of the Apple’s Apple. 
This gland is to our bodies what 
a rheostat is to a furnace or gov­ 
ernors to a steam engine. It controls 
the speed at which the body oper­ 
ates, it controls the amount of fuel 
that is burned in this the most com­ 
plicated of all engines. The thyroid 
manufactures a secretion which is 
liberated into the blood. If more 
than normal amounts of this secre­ 
tion are liberated, then we show 
abnormal activity. If the gland is 
lazy and doesn’t supply enough of 
the secretion, then we are slow, 
lethargic, we want to sleep more 
than normal, and everything we 
eat seems to turn to fat instead of 
being burned up as fuel for the 
body. 
Sometimes babKs are bom with a 
thyroid that just won’t go to work 
there isn’t any secretion. Such 
condition may happen in a baby 
whose mother or father has an ab­ 
normal thyroid, but it can and does 
often happen in families where both 
parents have normal glands. 
When such a child is bom, it pre­ 
sents so marked a picture that there 
Is no trouble detecing the trouble at 


a 


birth or shortly afterwards. And on 
the speed,with which this discovery 
is made depends the whole future of 
th child. 
Such a baby will sleep a great 
deal; of course, all babies do, so 
this alone isn’t enough of a symp­ 
tom, but besides this the child will 
have a heavy appearance, his face 
will show little expressionn even af­ 
ter a couple of months when other 
children are gurgling and cooing for 
all they’re worth. The child’s hair 
will be sparser than most babies and 
it will be coarse and dry; fingers 
will be short and spade-like, the 
legs will be short and the tongue 
will likely protrude half out of the 
mouth a lot of the time. 
Such a child is called a “cretin.” 
If it is recognized without a couple 
of months what is the matter, and 
if treatment is started at once, the 
child will have a chance to develop 
normally. The treatment consists in 
giving the infant thryroid extract 
through the mouth to make up for 
lack of the secretion in his blood. 
Such a treatment is very easy and 
usually it will enable the child to 
carry in a normal fashion. 
If the child is started on 
treatment 
within the first 
few 
months of life he will develop fair­ 
ly high in intelligence and while 
he will never be a genius, he will 
with care, advance sufficiently to 
learn a trade and generally keep 
his end up. If the child is a year 
or two old before the extract is giv­ 
en, then he may be mentally re­ 
tarded all his life and spend most 
of it in an institution.

SAX FRANCISCO, Feb. 29— 
More than 4,(MM) persons werf 
known to he homeless today in 
what authorities estimated to 
he the most devastating flood in 
the history of Northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Greatest havoc was along the up- 
p^r Sacramento vallev. The Sacra­ 
mento river and Its tributaries burrt 
their banks in several sections and 
deluged thousands of acres, wash­ 
ing out bridges and houses. Many 
families were forced to swim lo 
«afety. Much livestock was lost. 
Two persons were reported drown­ 
ed. 
Five Days Of Downpour 
While rains abated today the out­ 
look was critical because of heavy 
runoff from five previous daj*s of 
downpour. Unsettled weather was 
predicted for tomorrow, and a new 
storm was reported sweeping down 
from Alaska. 
As Red Cross and volunteers cared 
, for the thousands of refugees, fear 
was 
expressed 
additional 
levees 
would crash, increasing the number 
of victims. 
The upper 
Sacramento river in 
some places crested at 37 feet and 
engineers anticipated a higher rise 
caused by runoffs of snow meit- 
ing in the Sierra Nevada range. Al­ 
ready the river was six feet above 
previous recorded highs. 
Hardest hit was Redding where 
some 600 homes were evacuated and 
the entire population of 5.000 faced 
rationing of water resulting from 
submerging 
of the water 
system. 
The American Legion there set up 
soup kitchens. 
Gov. Culbert L. Olson requested 
the 
WPA to add $100,000 
to its 
emergency appropriations. 
Estimates of damage to crops and 
property rose into the millions of 
dollars, but no exact figures were 
available.
